Jap and Russin Many Skirmishes on

Threaten New Ohwang. 


IN FULL CONTROL It Kdfi 


Liao Yang, April 19.—A number 


of unimportant skirmishes ore re- 
ported along the Yalu river.

Japanese soldiers were killed by Rus- 
sian scouts on April 1G. Firing was 
heard on April 18', but tns result 
of the engagement is unknown. 


The outposts on the island of Yolu, 


between Anju and Wiju, have been 
engaged in continual skirmishes for 
several days. 
Some Japanese have 


been 
reported Mlled. 
At 
night, 


when the Japanese retire, they dls- 


- guise themselves in the straw cloaks 


of Koreans. They are making bags 
with bark matting, which they fill 
with earth and use in building their 
defensive works. 


CHINESE WAUT TO FIGHT. 


Shanghai, April 19.—General Ma 


Yu Kuii, commander of the Chinese 
army on the Munckurian border, re- 
ports that the Russian troops are 
moving west of the Liao river. He 
says It is difficult 
to control his 


troops, as they aro anxious to at- 
tack the Russians.

Ing off and Investing Port Arthur.

admiral left tho car a peasant step- 
ped out and press n ted Skrydloff with 
a copy of a picture entitled, "The 
Holy Virgin of Joy to tho Afllictod," 
which is reputed to have a mira- 
culous poivcr. 


"Tho 
people are convinced," 
ho 


added, "that Admiral Skrydloff will 
justify tho hopes of the emperor and 
tho fatherland and like tho virgin, 
whoEo picture has just been given 
him, will bring joy, and that soon, to 
a paople now afflicted." 


Tho admiral, who was vlslbley af- 


fected, took tho picture, declaring 
that he accepted It as a happy pre- 
sage and .adding that ho would not 
part with the picture throughout tho 
campaign and that he would put all 
his faith in God.

Court of Appeals Decides There Can 


Be No Intervening Suit in Set- 


tling Affairs of Merger. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 19.—In the 


United States circuit 
court today 


Judges Sanborn, Thaycr, Vandeven- 
ter and Hook unanimously denied 
tho 
application 
of Harriman and 


Pierco and the Oregon Short Line 
railroad company for leave to inter- 
vene in the case of tho United States 
against tho IJorthern Securities com- 
pany on the following1 grounds: 


First. Tho plan of the directors of 


tho Northern Securities company for^ 
the distribution of tho stock of the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
railway companies is not violative of 
the decree in the Northern Securities 
cise. 


Second. 
,Wo one but the United 


States can. successfully appeal to the 
court to enjoin the execution of ttiat 
plan on the ground that it is in viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust act, 
and the United States expresses sat- 
isfaction with the present decree. 


Third. The stock of the two rail- 


way companies is not in the custody 
of tlie court. 


Fourth. An intervention Is not 


necessary to inable the petitioners 
to protect any pecuniary interest or 
equity they have. 


Judge Thayer delivered the opinion 


of the court. 


Tho court, in discussing tho reasons 


for the decree, 
after reciting1 Hie 


grounds put forth by Harriman and 
Pierce for leave to interfere, says: 


"Applications for leave to inter- 


vene in a case after the entry of a 
final decree aro very unusual. They 
are never granted 
as a matter or 


course, and owing to the tendency of 
such applications to occasion delay 
and prolong the existing litigation 
they ought not to be granted unless 
it is necessary, to do so to preserve 
some right which cannot bo otherwise 
protected or to avoid some complica- 
tion that Is liable to arise,"

deal with, Williams got drunk Fri- 
day afternoon and he and his com- 
panions planned for a campaign with 
the drops through the medium of 
which they expected to effect a num- 
ber of robberies. 


In tho midot of their debauch they 


went to the room occupied by ono of 
the women and got a can of beer. 
One of the number placed a few drops 
in a glass that was poured out for 
Williams, just to see what it would 
do to him. He sank into a stupor and 
died before a physician arrived. 


Williams entered pleas of guilty 


both times he was in the local muni- 
cipal court and told nothing of him- 
self. When he got out after the first 
sentence he went to Grand street to 
carry a message from a fellow pris- 
oner to his family and was arrested.

ductor in the employ, of the Fort 
"Wayne and Southwestern Traction 
company, mot instant death 
at 


Broadway and Taylor street shortly 
before 10 o'clock a. m. Tuesday, re- 
ceiving- an electric shock as he at- 
tempted to make a telephone connec- 
tion with the company's private sys- 
tem in order to communicate with 
the power station at Huntin'gton. 


The case- presents some puzzling 


features. The telephone system -was, 
so far as cam be discovered, in per- 
fect order. 
The conoiecting appar- 


atus, according to the statement of 
the company officials, shows no indi- 
cation of defect. Wilson's right hand 
reveals plainly tb.e .presembe of an 
electric burn whero he had grasped 
the connecting- hook, yet Che bunu IB 
not extensive, and there is no mark 
elsewhere upon tho body to indicate 
where the current anay hatve left it. 


There was for a time a belief In 


some quarters that 
Wilson might 


lave boon suffering- from some heart 
affection to -which, tho electric current 
Imparted a fatal phaso, and at one 
time a post mortem examination was 
contemplated. 


Later investigation, however, con- 


firmed Dr. J. £. Stults, tho coroner, 
n his original 
opinion that death 


had been due to electric shock, and 
he stated this afternoon tlint his flnd- 
ng would1 be in accordance there- 
with. No post mortem examination 
was held, and It Is yet unknown in 
what manner 
tho telephone wires 


:ame to bo so heavily charged with 
electricity. 


B. L. Wilson, father of the young 


man, 
arrived 
In the city at noon, 


and Is preparing to accompany tho 
remains of his son to Huntiiigton this 
tvening.

FACES CHARGES 


Head of Larwill Sanitarium Arrested 


for Sending Improper Matter 


Through the Mails. 


Dr. M. G-utscher, well known as 


the proprietor of the East Elkhart1 


sanitarium 
at 
Larwill, 
Whitlcy 


county, has been held to tho federal 
grand jury at Indianapolis upon a 
charge of having sent through the 
United States mails certain postal 
cards bearing scurrilous and defama- 
tory matter with reference to an- 
other. 
He was arraigned 
before 


ITr/ited States 
Commissioner T. J. 


Logan in this city Tuesday afternoon 
and readily go-ve tho $500 "bond re- 
quired, announcing at the same time 
his purpose to fight the case to a 
finish. 


The arrest wns made at Larwill 


Tuesday morning by Deputy United 
States Marshal D. C. Rankin, of In- 
dianapolis, and Dr. Gutscher, accom- 
panied by his attorney, Senator F. J. 
Heller, of Columbia City, reached 
Fort Wayne at noon. 
The govern- 


ment was represented by J. J. M. 
Lafolletto, assistant district attorney, 
and Postomco Inspector A. B.. Burr, 
Dr. W. F. King, of Columbia City, 
and Postmaster RadclifEe, of Pierce- 
ton, were witnesses in> tlie case. 


The case is said to liave grown out 


of a clash between Dr. Gutscher and 
the Whitley county board of liealth 
last fall over the matter of quaran- 
tining tlie doctor's sanitarium at 
Larwill on account of tlie supposed 
existence of smallpox there. Dr. W. 
F. Kiag, of Columbia City, is secre- 
tary of the county board of health, 
and as such officer declared the quar- 
antine. On the witness stand today 
he told of several wordy clashes with 
Dr. Gutscher, including the arrest of 
tho latter for violation of the quaran- 
tine laws. 


Three or four months ago numer- 


ous postal'cards were mailed at Lar- 
will, Pierceton and other points, and 
several of thorn found tholr wny to 


Dr. King's address. 
The- cards wars 


printed, headed "Truth, is Mighty; 
and Shall Prevail," and bora the. 
signature 
of Dr. Qutscher. 
They 


made some bitterly caustic reference i 
to the action of tlie authorities in 
quarantining tho Ltirwill sanitarium, 
characterizing1 ' the 
action as ma-: 


llcious and declaring that it orig- 
inated with a member of the board 
of health of Whitley county. Coupled 
with this assertion were some em- 
phatic and original adjectives,, which 
tlie authorities construe as reflecting 
upon the standing and defamatory 
to the character of the person against 
whom they were directed. 


The name of Dr. W. F. King was 


not used upon the card, but when tlie 
postoffico Inspector took up tho mat- 
ter Dr. Gutscher freely told him thnt 
Dr. King was the 
individual 
to 


whom the cards referred, and fur- 
thermore signed a statement to that 
effect, assuming at the same time 
full responsibility for tlio printing 
and mailing of the cards, aud de- 
claring that tlie statements could bo 
substantiated. 


His arrest followed, and after hear- 


ing the evidence Introduced by the 
government, 
Commissioner 
Loga;i 


ruled that tlie question was clearly 
one of law, and expressed the belief 
that the case came clearly within tha 
meaning of tho federal statute, bo- 
cause tho matter had been mailed up- 
on a postal card. Had It been sealed, 
or otherwise 
concealed from view 


during transmission through 
tlie 


mails, there would have been no vio- 
lation, In tJic opinion of the commis- 
sioner. 


Dr. King stated that lie hnd per- 


sonally received ten of the alleged 
scurrilous cards,, and that tho nn- 
noyftnce had become unbearable. Dr. 
Gutscher, 
who 
remained entirely 


complacent during the' henring, de- 
clared that the prosecution was splto 
work.

Yang a graphic and dramatic de- 
Bcriptiow of the siniing of the Bus- 
sian battleship Petropavlovsk, Ad- 
miral Makaroff Js flagship, off Port' 
Arthur the 13th inst. He says: 


Your correspondent, believing that 


the Japanese would repeat the at- 
tempt to block the entrance to Port 
Arthur with flreships on Easter eve, 
went from Liao Yang to Port Arthur 
a week ago yesterday. 


Por four nights I watched with the 


Gentries on Golden hill. Three nighta 
passed quietly. 


Tuesday night, April 12, Vice Ad- 


miral Makaroff took to sea with his 
entire squadron^ including fourteen 
torpedo boats. The next night, April 


' '13, in the teeth of a gftie, eight tor- 
'pedo boats were sent out to recon- 
' fcoiteT. iVom Golden hill, on which 
1 was etoaiding, through the blacfc- 
'noss erf the- night the searchlights of 
th*» fortifications flashed over the 
Inky waters of the roadstead and far 
Out to the hazy horizon. 


HHAfRD EMERING AT SEA. 


At 11 o'clock I hoard firing at sea 


ai*3 counted seven shots, but could 
boo nothing.

Chicago, April 18.—Peter Neider-1 


meier, the leader of the car bam ban- 
dits, condemned to die on the gallows 
Friday, made two desperate attempts 
at suicide today. 
His condition, as 


a result, is so precarious that it Id 
learod he will not survive. 
Should 


he still be alive next Friday,.he will 
he carried to the gallows and exe- 
cuted. Neidermeisr planned his. sui- 
cjde carefully.. First he masticated 
and. swallowed the heads of 75 or 100 
matches. While'the phosphorus was 
burning -IB stomach he sawed at tho 
radial artery of his left wrist with a 
sharp-pointed lead pencil. Striking a 
hone in the wrist he gave up trying
